“A. Lift Offered. 


Returning empty, the lorry 
passed a number of coolie men and 
women going to their work at the 
Aberdeen brick works. As. the 
lorry had to pass the works on its 
way back to the fish market, Fong 
stopped and offered to give some 
of the coolies a lift. 

Twenty-six persons accepted 
the invitation and crowded into 
the lorry which again started off, 
naturally top-heavy and = un- 
doubtedly overloaded, considering 
that its capacity is only one ton. 

All went well along the level 
stretch of the road, but the 
driver began to have trouble with 
the vehicle when it went down 
the slight incline lecdlne past the 
distillery. 


The brakes failed to function 


‘nder the strain of such a heavy 
veight. more than they were 
made to bear, and -the lorry ga- 
speed as it went 
vown the incline, and the only 
thing that the driver could do 
with it was to make it Keep a 
“traight course downhill. 
Toppled on Its Side, 

‘Near the bottom of the incline. 
when it is estimated the vehicle 
must have been going at 
about, 40 miles per hour, 
the beck of the lorry suddenly 
skidded and the vehicle turned 
completely round.’ It tottered for 
2 second after this and then top- 
pled on its side, scattering its 
human load on the road. 

The speed of the lorry was such 
just before the “spill”. that the 
impetus caused it to roll com- 
pletety over three times before it 
settled on one side on the piece of 
ground outside the distillery 
which is: built a little. distance be- 
yond the side of the road. 

Most of the passengers fell 
clear of the rolling lorry, but two 
lay in its path, and these were 
badly injured and are now in-a 
serious condition at the Govern- 
ment Civil Hospital.

Plan of Campaign.

There is also the question, of bills. 
The stockbrokers’ syndic admits 
that there Is an excessive difference 
between the’net rate of the money 
and the rate at which the bill fs 
bought, between. the rate applied 
to the ill and that applied to the 
buyer. This ia due to brokerage 
and the tax added to the rate of 
interest. This'is a sacrifice to be 
obtained both from the Treasury 
and middlemen. 

The crowds of people frequenting 
the Stock Exchange merely from 
idle curiosity should: also be re- 
strained. ‘ 

Finally—this is suggested by the 
Bank of France—the activity. of 
the large French credit. establish- 
ments should not only: be extend- 
ed, but algo. directed’ to greater 
spectalisation. It acems essential 
to provide the Paris Exchange with 
avcepte.nce banks, banks for deposit 
and short term loans, and espectal- 
ly the Iast-mentioned so as'to avold 
fluctuations given to the quotations 
‘when money becomes suddenly dear. 

Paris Versus New York. 

Such are thes reforms—of a fiscal 
and banking éategory—proposed to 
restore the Paris Exchange to its 
proper rank, --

ed‘the opinion that ‘the Paris Ex-|, 


change, though possessing less 
available resources ‘than New York, 
as inflation of credit is common in 
America, is, none the less, in a 
better position to become a world 
financial centre’ than New York, 
which does’ not “progress because 
American bankers and capitalists 
are not sufficiently imbued with 
the international spirit, And The 
‘Banker concludes: “Should Paris 
succeed ‘in organising her money 
market with the efficacious co- 
operation of the banks, she will be-|. 
come na more dangerous rival of 
London than New York has hitherto 
been.” : 


In reality, the two centres, Lon-, 


don and New York, which hitherto 
have played “the part of .@ grand 
international market, have worked 
quite differently, - In! London the 
world trade is financed by dis- 
counting operations, and we have 
to deal with a market of bills, In 
New York the Stock Exchange is 
responsible for financing, and 
speculation provides the necessary 
available funds for this financing. 

In France, to bring the. country 
towards the financing of the world 
production, there are, it seems, two 
ways—namely, the favouring of 
long dated important credit trans- 
actions and the initiation of a bill 
market—an acceptance market. 

Can this be attained? Techni- 
cally yes—and in this case the 
Banker “does not err; the Paris 
market would become the chief 
rival of London. But thére is an 
cbstacle of a paychological kind. 

In Francé the idea . still pre- 
vails that. everything done at the 
‘Stock Exchange:-.ia suspicious and’ 
reprehensible, that “all the trans- 
actions are shameless and immoral 
speCulations. This is why, the 
legislator, when tapping new re- 
sources, begins taxing the personal 
estate bonds, forgetting that they 
are in the hands of small. irivestors. 
This is why, whon the question of 
reducing taxes, comes up, the 
securities come last. ' 

This state of “affairs might be 
criticised, It_will take.a Jong time 
forthe ‘tide fo turn, For this 
and indisputable means of action, 
reason, in spite of our gold supplies 
I doubt whether the Purls money 
market will obtain the vote and ap- 
‘plication of the-measures neceasary 
for the . financial. melee of. pur 
county.

"10,000 MEN HELPED 
ANNUALLY. : 


MORE MONEY NEEDED. 


The 86th anniversary: meeting 
of the Seumen’s Mission was held 
in London on April 23, and pre- 
sided over by Sir Arthur M. 
Sutherland, Bart. K.B. E., pre 
sident of the Chamber of Ship- 
ning. ‘ 
Sir Arthur said Ee size at on 
Q 7 y ow great w 
audience showed wae 
Seamen's Mission was’ looking 
after the .sailor when he most 
needed Jooking after, and , en- 
| deavoured, to keep him in’ the 
right places and among the right 
neople. Like all missions, they 
were hard up. More money 
was needed, for there were thou- 
sands of sailors who required 
more benefit than could be given 
at present. - 

: x<nit by ‘Sea Carriage. : 

The British prided themse!ves 
on povsessing an empire on which 
the sun never set, and on- which 
no other country dare “sit”? That 
Empire was knit together by sea 
carriage and communications, and 
we had a heritage to carry on an 
‘to hand on to the next generation 
‘Jenhanced in value and usefulness. 
The Empire had grown not mere 
ly by the extent of its possessions, 
but be the preservation of our 
liberties. The secret of British. 
success, it had been written, has 
heen by combining comprehen- 


sive attention to general interests | 


with the skilfullest care for in 
dividual liberty. ‘The sailor did 
more than bind the Empire; he 
bound the world together. We 
obtained only 26 per cent. of our 
food from the Empire, and 40 per, 
cent. from home production. The 
sailor connected us with all the 
countries of the world. : 

The Rev. Thomas National 
Free Church ‘Council, read ex- 
tracts from the annual. report, 
which stated that during the year 
the mission had helped in one 
way or another about 10,000 men. 
It was 
whole of the social side of the 
work had been fully maintained. 
Over 24,000 beds had been found 
for men, and of that number 3,000 
were free, Over 10,000 free 
meals had also been given — to 
needy men. The mission requiréd 
another 100 beds,.They had 
£12,000 towards the scheme, and 
another £3, 000 was neni to 
place the mission beyond debt. 

To seamen the whole world was 
their parish, and the fact that 
there was an absence of frontier 
was significant at a time when the 
interr.itional side of things was 
‘eing much emphasised, said Dr. 
&. L. Burgin, M.P. We owed a 
treat debt of gratitude, he con- 
tinued, to those ‘who had worked 
to make the Naval Conference a 
suecees. The result had a direct 
effect on the Merchant Navy, for 
it made the habit of going to sea 
in-ships, a safer one, owing to the 
freedom of the seas being ensured 


by mesns of peace instead of war- |}, 


ships. 
Superintendent’s Appeal. 

Following an address. by the 
Rev. &. J. T. Bagnall, president of 
the Metropolitan Free Church 
Federation, the Rev. H. H.

Commission's Report has now been 
issued.

As regards the units 
of federation of British India,’ the 
present Provinces are in no way 
ideal areas for self-xovernment.

There should be a maximum of 
provincial autonomy. involving the 
abolition ofthe dyarchy (the system 
of dividing the administration be- 
tween local and central govern- 
ments).

It 
is believed that the game originat- 
ed in Graeco-Roman times and 
was popular in -the Renaissance 
period. Young Florentines staged 
a display during the siege‘ of the 
city by the Prince of Orange in 
1629, in defiance of the enemy, 
who bombarded the players with 


them. 


- Calcio is'a complicated form of 
’ rugby. The sides cach consisted 
of 27 players, dressed in white and 
green respectively, to represent op- 
posite banks of the Arno, The an- 
cient procedure was scrupulously 
observed. A gorgeously clad pro- 
cession which included captains, 
heralds, knights, trumpeters, drum. 
mers and palace guards, many of 
them mounted, and the members of 
which included descendants of 
historic families, met the players 
and marched through the decorat- 
ed streets to the accompaniment of 
ancient’ music to the church, where 
the players were blessed. All then 
went to the public square, where 
banners were hung from the win- 
dows of surrounding houses.’ Ten 
thousand people ‘ were present, 
Sides changed’ends each time a 
goal was scored.

|" DICTATOR'S HAND FORCED. 


Russian developments of  far- 
reaching significance are reported 
by the secret Moscow correspon: 
pondent of the official Menshevik or 
gan published in Berlin in the Rus- 
sian language. This well-informed 
writer confirms that it was the in- 
tervention of the Red Army which 
enused Stalin's precipitate retreat 
from his drastic agrarian policy. 

The conversion of the despot 
took place at a meeting of the 

olitbureau, which is the real 
Government of Russia, At tha 
conclave Vorouhilo(f, the Minister 
for War, excitedly demanded the 
abandonment, of measures of re- 
pression against the Kulaka (bet- 

_ -ter-class peasants), declaring that 
ehundreds of lettera received by 
"him from: soldiers showed the 
existence in the army of serious 
discontent on accotint of the 
bolicy of “dekulakisation” und col- 
‘lectivisntion, 
An Angry Scene. 

Stalin's’ only reply was ironical 
Innghter. . This so. irritated 
Voroshiloff that he tore open his 
portfolio, pulled out a fat sheaf of 
letters, and hurled it across the 
tnble. Whether by design or ac- 
cident, the bundle hit Stalin in the 
fuce. A great uproar. followed, 


‘and leading Bolsheviks state that 


Voroshiloff was actually declared 
under domiciliary arrest. 

However, at this meeting- was 
drawn up the ‘famous article in 
which radical changes in tho 
peasant policy were ordered, 
Stalin issued it under his 
name, “to consolidate at the cost 
of the party - his own personal 
authority in the country, and to 
uppear in the eyes of the peasants 
and soldiers as their saviour from 
the afflictions of collectivisation.” 
The correspondent considers it 
significant that “the dictators are 
ready beginning to seek support 
outside the party, in-the street, 
and, of course, above all, in the 
army.” fs . 

The army is “becoming ever 
more and more permeated by tho 
sense of its own strength, ever 
more convinced that it is the de- 
ciding force, and that what it 
wants it can have.” Already the 
view is widespread that, “If famine 
comes, it will put an end, to Com- 
munism in two ticks without a soul 
considering the question what will 
happen on the morrow. 

“The army, which has saved the 

_ Village from the collectivisation 
extravaganza, is coming to be de- 
finitely connected in peoples’ minds 
with hones of liberation from Bol- 
shevism.” A 

Famine Certain. 

' That famine is practically cer- 
tain this year, the correspondent 
has no doubt. In Nes he anticipated 
(writing on May. 7) the figures 
pubished . in “ Moscow which 
show | that at present leas 
than one-half of the prescribed 
area hag received. its spring sow- 
ings. Indeed, -he throws the first 
trustworthy ight on ‘the con- 
sequences of Stalin’s reversal of 
policy, What has happened, he 
says, is that very Nttle has been 
left for the collective farms, 

The peasants have stampeded 
‘back to individualistic cultivation. 
But in many cases ‘they are con- 
fining thelr sowings to what will 
meet their.own domestic needa, 
Thus a small harvest is inevitable, 
and even prominent Bolsheviks ad- 
mit that “the position ig catastro- 
phic, and how we are going to get 
out of it we don’t know.” 

In the villages Stalin’s recanta- 

, tion has had a tranquillising effect. 
“The open risings and fights which 
took place in. March have,” we are 
told, “been replaced by the 
deliberate and systematic flogging 
of Communists, ‘who now hardly

SAHARA, 


WOULD-BE EMPEROR SHOT.

At last the full and thrilling 
story of an African desert drama 
of overs 30 years ayo can be fold, 
says a Paris message of mail week. 

It concerns “an Empire of the 
Sahara” and clears up what was 
once an official riddle of the sands. 

Though not propetly understood 
at the time, its beginnings created 
a tively sensation, and caused the 
resignation of the French Wat 
Minister. 

Now the full.narrative has been 
revenled, for the first time, by Gen- 
eral Joalland (an eye-witnest of the 
affair), in a-lecture at Lorient, 

In July, 1899, Captains Voulct 
und Chanoine, of the French 
Colonial army, lost their lives in 
mysterious circumstances on the 
Chad Road, North of Nigeria. 

They were at the head of an ex- 
pedition sent out to reconnoitre the 
country eastwards from’ the Niger 
bend: towards Lake Chad. 

Their mission included Lieuten- 
ants Pallier and Joalland. 

(The latter is now Gen, Joalland, 
who has just retired, ard who is the 
lecturer at Lorient who reveals: the 
full story of. the desert:} : 

There were also a Dr. Henri, three 
non-coms. and 700 native men and 
women. . ate 
. To be Recalled. 

General Joalland 1a quoted by the 
“Intransigeant” ns stating that 
Voulet and Chanoine were guilty of 
needless cruelties. - | 

Hearlng of this, the Givetnore 

General sent a Col. Klobb and a 
Lieut, Meynier to relieve them of 
their commands. 
When Klobb overtook the expedi- 
tion, Voulct threatened him with 
death if he adyancetl. He took no 
notice, and Voulet, giving the order 
to fire, Klobb, fell dead. 

Voulet then harangued the offi- 
cers, saying he' had caused Klobb to 
be killed because he (Voulet) “had 


“yeaolved to found an empire of the} 


Shara.” 

“IT have the’ troops,” cried the 
self-appointed Emperor of the De- 
sert, I am my own master; are 
you with me or against?” 

Lieut, (now General) Joalland 
asked for a few hours to reflect, and 
next morning persuaded 80 riflemen 
to desert with him. ; 

. A Woman in the Case. 

When Voulet made his proposals 
to the native non-coma., they.decided 
to bolt. Chanoine ran in: thelr 
direction—whether to stop them or 
go with them js not: known—and 
was shot. 

Voulet tock to the bush with a 
native woman but reappeared’ after 
the troops had been reformed by 
Joalland and Meynier, ‘and was shot 
dead by a sentry who said Voulck 
fired first, 

The War Minister at the time, 
whost resignation’ arose from the 
half-told scandal of 1899, was Gen- 
eral Chanoine, father of the officer 
who was shot In the desert,

Solicitors, throuyh the, govern- 
ig body of the profession, the 
Law Socicty, favour. the retention 
of capital punishment. 

Sir Rezinald Poole, represent- 
ing the Council of the Society, 
tuld) the Select. Committee on 
Capital Punishment on May 7 
that his council (most of whose 
fifty members he had canvassed) 
held that view, 

Sir Reginald was | asked ‘to 
the psychology which 
made capital punishment a deter- 
rent. He said:— 

“Visualise a highway robbery 
und a man on the ground scream- 
ing. ‘ One of the highwaymen 
says, ‘I will stop, your noise,’.and 
makes as if to’ kill him, A 
second highwayman says, ‘Don't, 
Bill, or you'll swing’.” 

“l think that the psychological 
effect of that would be’ very Hke- 
ly to save the man’s life, 

“Another effect of, ‘bolition 
would be that ‘the more serious 
kind of criminaly would be likely 
fo arm themselves. Again, a mur- 
derer might easily take the Hfe 


‘of a warder on the chance of’ es- 


cape. Assuming that the murder- 
er had been sentenced to the or- 
dinary Iife sentence, which expir- 
ed at ‘he end‘ of twenty years, 
I.do not believe that the prospect 
sf a <longer’ sentence would \be 
likely to act as a deterrent.” 
Murder Cases and Publicity. 


‘He thought that the wide pub~ 
licity given to murder cages help- 
ed justice. Publicity in litiga- 
tion brought evidence of material 
value, often for both ‘parties. 

With the exception of a few 
poisoning cases, most murders 
were committed by members of 
the lower classes and were crimes 
of passion. 

The chairman . (Rev, James 
Harr)—Do | you. think that in 
cases of that kind capital punish- 
taent acts as a deterrent?—Not 
always.

“This question must be a con- 
troversy between the emotional 
tnd the unemotional, between 
those who {cel strongly about the 
sacredness of human ‘life and the 
fact of deliberately killing a man, 
and, those who'look ut the matter 
simply from the point of view of 
the State.”

SOME STRANGE 
REVELATIONS.

Tlentsin, June 2, 


- The French Police at Tlentsin 
have been inatrumental in round- 
ing up a number of persons who 
are accused of obtaining goods by 
talse pretences, 

It appears that in the month 
of ‘February last, Messrs. Racine 
aud Co, the well-known French 
import and export firm, sold to a 
man named Krepensky alias Goen- 
nert various goads to the amount 
of $697.85, The transaction was 
‘supposed to be a cash transaction 
but Krepensky mado some excuse 
and promised to send the money 
to the firm within a day or two. 

A few days later, as no offer 
‘to pay was made, the firm got 
into communication with Krepen- 
sky urging him to make payment. 
Krepensky: ithen, it is alleged, 
tendered two cheques, each ‘of 
$150. One cheque was, it is fur- 
ther alleged, signed by a Mr, 
Artynoff and the other by a Mr, 
Ross.. The last-named is a. Bri- 
tish subject. Both these cheques 
were returned-by the Bank mark- 
ed “No funds” or Account clos- 
ed.” 

On March 18, after some fur- 
ther efforts ‘to get payment on 
the part of Messrs. Racine and 
Co,, Krepensky tendered a guaran- 
tee to pay the debt within two 


months from date in the name of. 


the Tsiu Hing Hiang tailors’ 
shop in Taku Road. This guaran- 
tee came to maturity on May 17 
without any payment having been 
made. 

Krepensky, Artynoff and Chang 
Tsiu-cheng, proprietor’ of: the 
Hing Hiang shop, were then ar- 
rested by the ‘police and have 
been sent to the Chinese yamen 
where they await the hearing of 
charges of obtaining goods by 
false pretences.’ It is. understood 
that information has, been laid 
with H.BM. Consulate-General 
charging a British subject with 
having uttered a cheque with. Jn- 
tent to deceive. 

From further enquiries, : it ap- 
pears that. the Tsiu Hing Hiang, 
Shop, which also trades under 
the name of Ah Sing and Co., 
Tuku Road, has also given a 
guarantee to the amount of $2,500 
to the French firm of P. Sandrie 
et Cie, 8, Rue Chevrier, Tientsin, 
to guarantee the payment of 
cargo purchased by Mr. K. T. 
Gnarowski who gave an address 
at 311, Elgin Avenue, Tientsin. 

Tt seems that Gnarowski has 
paid nothing and has made his 
excape from the town, He is 
wanted by the police on charges 
ef abuse of confidence and obtain- 
ing “merchandise on false pre- 
tences, 

Another fraud, similar to thoge 
already related, is alleged to have 
been perpetrated on a prominent 
British firm in Tientsin and. the 
police have reason to believe that 
there is a group of upwards. of a 
dozen men, Europeans and Chin- 
exe, involved—P, & T. Times,

RECTIFIER. - 

Mercury-vapour. rectifiers for 
higher outputs are known to most 
electrical: engineers.’ It is, how- 
ever, less generally known that 
there are at present rectifiers in 
existence, based upon a different 
principle, which have been brought 
to the highest degree of perfection 
and are constructed for outputs 
from a few watts up to 40 kV/A,. 
These rectifiers which represent a 
pioncer work of Philips Radio Ltd., 
‘are based upon an Invention of 
Wehnelt in. which use is made of 
the electronic emission of . a 
specially prepared hot filament in 
a rare gas. The rectifying tubes 
eonstructed according to this 
original discovery, however, proved 
to be useless in practice. After 
numerous experiments _ Philips 
Radio succeeded in making import- 
ant and fundamental Improvements 
and in 1923 a rectifier was con- 
structed, specially, intended for 
charging small accumulators.

Dust, though not everyone 
lealises the fact, ia one of the 
greatest enemies of the wireless 
set. In many parts of the appara- 
tus it 1s. most important that there 
should be what ‘is known as goad 
fusulation, This means that it 
must be impossible for current to 
pass between certain points. “Ma: 
terial such aa ebonite, which ig 
a non-conductor of electricity, {fg 
therefore used to act is a barrier 
to any flow of electricity, ; 

The dust that is always present 
in the air of any Hving-room con- 
sists of minute particles of alt 
kinds of substances. It readily 
settles down upon the surface’ of 
ebonite, and if it is left undisturb- 
ed a coating, Is formed, which be- 
comes gradually thicker and thick 
er, 

A’ smal! proportion of the per- 
ticles of which dust is formed -is 
usually a conductor ‘of  elec- 
tricity to some extent. <A. coat- 
ing even of dry dust, then, may im- 
pair the insulation, which is 30 im- 
portant in many ‘parts of the sat. 

But there is, something worse 
than this,’ Dust 
‘pffinity for moisture. Like blot- 
te aper, it absorbs and retains 
Cater very readily. The air of 
always slightly 
‘humid, and a coating of dust upon 
an insulating surface soun absorbs 
moisture and forms a kind of 
cement, which. is a bad insulator. 
Noisiness in..a receiving set can 
very often be traced to the presence 
of dust on ebonite parts such as 
coil mounts, valveholders and ter- 
minal panels. 

Reducing’ Signal Strength. 

The worst effects of al! occur 
when dust is allowed to.collect be- 
tween the vanes of tuning conden- 
sers, for then it is often respon- 
sible for crackling and tearing 
noises, which sound exactly like at- 
mospherics. Dust may also cause 
‘a reduction in signal strength. and 
selectivity. 

When. the room in which tha 
‘vireless ‘set is housed i? being 
swept the. apparatig sheuld ba 
covered up to protect it from dust, 
and when you are covering up. do 
not forget the batteries,” 

Many ‘a high tension battery 
runs long before its time simply 
tecause its top has been allowed 
to accumulate a coating of dust 
mixed with moisture 

The best way of removing dusr 
from ebonite surfaces is to use on 
artist's sky brush. .There js, how- 
ever, one risk about this; the hairs 
are fixed in a metal mount, and 
this, {f unprotected, might cause’ a 
short-circuit, The brush can de 
made a perfectly tafe ‘tool: ‘by 
covering the metal part with or- 
dinary sticking’ plaster. . 

If dust has-collected between the 
vanes of variable condensers, {t 
may be removed by the careful use 
of n clean [vather. Do not use 
pipe-cleaner for the purpose, as ls 
sometimes recommended, for this 


is very apt to leave little bits of | 


cotton behind amongst the vanes. 

Anyone who possesses a ‘vacuum 
leaner can remove dust from’ be- 
tween condenser vanes very eas!ly

LONDON TALK TO 
CANADA. 


{N. TOUCH WITH SIX|] 


PEOPLE ON TRAIN. 


. A Telephone conversation took 
place on April 27 between an office 
in London and a train moving at 
60 miles an hour across Canada. 

This important advance in the 
development of the long-distance. 
telephone was inaugurated by Mr. 
C. J. Smith, European vice-presid- 
ent of the Canadian National Rail- 
ways. 

Sitting at his desk at the offices. 
of the company in Cockspur Street, 
Trafalgar Square, he spoke to Sir 
Henry Thornton, the chairman of 
the system, who waa traVelling be- 
tween Toronto and Montreal, near- 
ly 3,000 miles away. 

The train was two hours out of 
Toronto and close to a little town 
In .Ontario, called Trenton, when 
communication across the Auantie 
was established. , 

Mr, Smith was able to have a 
coherent conversation with Sir 
Henry, and spoke to several other 
people in the train.

Calls From Any Town. 

Calis are not confined to and

The railway passenger can plaice 
a, call through the train radio tele- 
phone operator asking for the por- 
son to.whom he wishes. to speak 
and giving the exchange ‘number 
and town"In which he may be found. 

Connections with the train are 
made by placing a call’ with the 
long-distance operator. For exam- 
ple, the caller can’ ask for “Mr, 
Smith, who left Montrea! recently 
on’ the International, Limited, 
Canadian National Raijways.” 

The cost of a call works out at 
the regular long-distance rate to 
the point at which connection. is 
made with the train, plus 2s. for
